London, Nov. 22.—The O ttom an gov 
em in en t has rejected the term s of J 
fered by the allied Balkan nations.

T he official 
announcem ent of 
the 
rejection of Bulgaria’s term s reads: 
‘‘The Porte, finding the Bulgarian 
conditions for an arm istice inaccept- 
able, has ordered Nazim P ash a to re­ 
sum e m ilitary operations.” 
The Bulgarian term s of peace are 
impossible, according to the T urkish 
grand vizier. He made this statem ent 
to tile corresiKUulent of the Daily Mail 
at Constantinople. Kiamil P asha said: 
‘‘I received com m unication through 
the Russian am bassador to T urkey ol 
the te rm s which the Bulgarians aug 
gest for an arm istice as a preliminary 
to 
the 
discussion of the te rm s of 
peace. 
T h e term s are impossible, and 
unless they are radically altered the 
w ar will continue. 
“The B ulgarians asked for the su r­ 
render of Adrianople, Scutari, Janina 
and the T chataija lines.” 
The only hope of peace, the corres­ 
pondent adds, now seem s to lie in the 
fact that these dem and* of the allies 
probably w ere determ ined on before 
the unsuccessful attacks w ere m ade 
by the Bulgarians on the T chataija 
lines during the first three days of 
this week. 
The term s for an arm istice proposed 
by the Bulgarians are in no way in 
the n atu re of an ultim atum , according 
to official circles at S< fia. It is open 
to the T urkish governm ent to make 
counter proinisals. 
In order to guard against unreason­ 
able delay, the allies’ proposals to the 
T urkish governm ent were couched in 
such term s as easily to perm it a re­ 
sum ption of hostilities, alhough such 
a contingency was considered as being 
unlikely. 
T h ere is a growing papular agitation 
at Sofia in favor of a trium phal entry 
into Constantinople by King F erdinand 
and his army. 
Official opinion, how­
